When tlie Iron Horaowaa a Colt! 


The Secretary of the National Ex- 


position of Railway Appliances ia in 
receipt of a letter from Mr. David 
Matthew, the builder and engineer 
of the first steam-drawn train on the 
Mohawk and Hudson Kailroad, the 
first trip of which was made August 
0,1831. Mr. Matthew was in charge 
of the construction of the first three 
locomotives built in this country, not 
for experiment, bnt for definite busi- 
ness purposes. 


Theiirsttwoof these were built 


for the South Carolina Railroad 
Company, and their subsequent his- 
tory is somewhat obscure. Ihe third 
was the well-known "De Witt Clin- 
ton," which made the trip froraAl- 
banv to Schenectady on the memora; 
ble 9th of August. The late Thur- 
low Weed was one of the passengers 
on this (rain, there being fourteen 
in all, filling two coaches. These 
were ordinary stage-coach bodies, 
which permitted through the doors 
and windows a clear view of the pas- 
sengers within, 
who, in the old 


drawing of the train, are seen sitting 
in pairs on each cf the three inside 
seats, ia solemn, stove-pipe-hatted 
dignity. 


With Mr. Matthew's letter ia a 


large card containing, besides ex- 
planatory printed matter, two photo- 
graphs. One is of Mr. Matthew him- 
self, showing a white-bearded bright- 
eyed, young-faced old man. 
The 


othor, 'somewhat faded, represents 
the firs', train with its attendants 
and pansengers. 


This iron horse, in our fathers 


eyes a marvelous creature, benefi- 
cent but terrible, was indeed a colt.

Gnats Killing Mississippi Mules. 


• Vfetobuftt (Jtf/ss.) HcraW, April 10. 


It will be remembered that slightly 


less in juriotfs than the flood itself, last 
year was the invaeiou of swarms oi 
gnats that followed it3 recession; at- 
tacking cattle, horses and mules that 
had been debilitated by being cramp- 
ed np for weeks on mounds and 
raits in th6 overflow, and stinging 
them with such virulence that death 
was the result in a large percentage 
of instances. 
The fatality from the 


insects was larger, it is believed, last 
year than ever before, and the sever- 
ity of their ravages seems to have 
been most marked in the river coun- 
ties and -parishes of Louisiana and 
Mississippi. It was hoped that the 
deadly buffalo-gnat would not put in 
un appearance this spring, as Jt is of 
rare occurrence that his visitations 
are- made in consecutive years, ac- 
cording to- the assurances of many 
old planters. For this reason many 
were not on the alert, and it will De 
a matter of regret and surprise to 
them to know that these fatal pests 
have invaded the valley counties at 
several points above Vicksburg, and 
inflicted not only disastrous 
but 


startling damage among the stock 
of several planters. In the neigh- 
borhood of Mound Landing, in Boli- 
var county, forty-seven fine mules 
fell victims to these dreadful pests 
on Thursday and Friday last.
